location. The object of any campaign against 
criminals should not be merely to clean up 
any particular city at the expense of its fel- 
low cities, but to reduce the sum total of 
crime itself. 

It is not go- 
ing to be eured by occasionally telling it to 
move on. There is always some place for 
crime and the tramp to go. There is also a 
moral question involved. Has any community 
a right to protect itself by shifting its erimi- 
nals to other communities? Has any man a 
right to clean his own yard by dumping his 
rubbish into his neighbor’s yard? As long 
as communities approach this subject in the 
spirit of ‘‘everybody for himself and the 
devil take the hindmost,’’ there is not likely 
to be a decrease in the volume of crime in 
America.

Jubilee of Our Navy

Renting Honeybees 


(La Puente Journal) 

Whoever heard of renting honeybees? Many 
leading Southern California owners 
have, but not so’the great majority of farmers 
elsewhere. Bee specialists tell us that ‘‘the 
advent and wide dissemination of bee dis- 
eases have so increased that the time required 
for the care of bees makes honey production 
no longer a profitable side issue for the fruit 
grower or general farmer but has become the 
single enterprise of a specialist,’ hence the 
unusual conditions that have made the busi- 
ness more or less a migratory “industry en- 
tirely new to most beekeepers of other states. 

California, says a noted authority, has per- 
haps more ‘‘one-crop farmers’’ than any other 
state. That affords an excellent opportunity 
to the beekeeper who wishes to rent his bees 
to the orchardist, gardener or seed grower. 
The problem of wintering bees, which is one 
of much difficulty in most states, is not very 
serious in California, for the winter climate 
in the valley floors and foothills is milder 
than that of most states. Also the consump- 
tion of stores (loss in weight) during the 
winter is but slight in most parts of the 
state. During January and February, the 
major part of the so-called winter season, 
eucalyptus, manzanita, and other plants yield 
nectar, which the bees are able to gather in 
favored spots. 

The .Golden State produces more honey 
than any other state, Los Angeles County 
alone producing more honey than do some 
states—over ‘a half million pounds annually.

On Abolishing Women

Minimum Wage Law 


(Redlands Facts) 

California has a minimum wage law for 
women. It has been recognized as one of the 
outstanding pieces of legislation classes as 
‘‘humanitarian.’’ It may not be a perfect 


‘law, but its general effect is sood, so good, 


indeed, that proposals to amend it have always 
failed. Arizona recently passed a law very 
similar to that of California. It was carried 
to the United States Supreme Court and yes- 
terday came the word that it has been de- 
elared unconstitutional. The application of 
the same principles to the California statute 
may bring about a similar ruling for our law. 
Involved in the present decision is a similar 
one as applying to the District of Columbia. 
The action testing the law was brought by 
an owner of a couple of stores who set forth 
that if he was compelled to pay $16 a week 
to his women clerks, he would be ruined. The 
state replied that he was not compelled to hire 
women; that he was a free agent as to whom 
he employed. The outcome of the whole 
matter will be awaited with much interest 
ih California. ;

Airplanes in the Arctic 


(Hemet News) ‘ 

Donald B. MacMillan on his way from the 
far north speaks without enthusiasm of the 
use of airplanes in arctic exploration. Dogs, 
he thinks, are more serviceable and reliable. 
“‘Of course,’’ he says, ‘‘the planes covered in 
a day lands which had required weeks to 
traverse with dogs, but I am still of the opin- 
ion that the dog is the king of the arctic and 
that more can be learned when he is em- 
ployed.”’ 

The hazard of landing on the ice or in 
waters infested with floating ice cakes ap- 
pears to be the chief obstacle encountered by 
the planes in the MacMillan expedition. The 
prevalence of unfavorable flying weather is 
mentioned as a contributing objectionable 
feature. 

A feature which has a eonsiderable bearing 
on the ease but which is not discussed by 
Commander MacMillan is the type of plane 
employed in the enterprise. Colonel Mitchell 
includes in his criticism of the conduct of the 
army and navy air’ services a charge that the 
navy planes sent with MacMillan were not 
snited to the character of work which they 
were required to do. 

It is conceivable that with a type of plane 
developed to meet the special problems of 
arctic exploration and with pilots as familiar 
with aretic conditions as with the handling 
of their craft the airplane may at some future 





-time give a rather better account of itself than 


in the Amundsen and MaeMillan expeditions. 
In spite of the narrow squeak of the Amund- 
sen party you have to hand it to the airplane 
for getting its érew back to safety and civ- 


_ilization which ‘dogs haven’t always been 


able to do.

This statement is interesting in 
the light of recent developments.

Over their sig- 
natures the governors of Wyom- 
ing, Utah and Colorado have form- 
ally served notice that they will 
consent to no action regarding the 
Colorado River until the compact 
has been signed. I quote from the 
document as follows: 

“To make claim to waters of the 
river under such appropriations 
without first protecting the upper 
states by an equitable division of 
the waters as provided in the 
compact, would menace future de- 
velopment in those states. This 
must not be. We cannot ‘and will 
not co-operate with the lower 
basin states until protection is af- 
forded our states by compact be- 
tween the states interested. There-

The 
wholesale’ price index number 
of the Bureau of Labor’ Statis- 
tics (1913 prices equal 100) 
stood at 159.7 in September, 
160.4 in August, 155.2 in May, 
the 1925 low point, and 161.0 
in March, the 1925 high point. 
According to this index, the 
general level of prices at 
wholesale was 7.3 per cent 
higher in September, 1925, 
than in September, 1924, when 
it stood at 148.8. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s index 
number of farm (not whole- 
sale) prices of 30 farm prod- 
ucts (July, 1919-August, 1913 
average equals 100) declined 
from 152 to 144 during Sep- 
tember. This decrease was not 
accompanied by a correspond- 
ing decrease in prices of non- 
agricultural commodities, and 
the ratio between the farm 
price index and the wholesale 
price index of non-agricultural 
commodities declined from 93 
in August to 88 in September. 

Demand for credit in “the 
Twelfth Federal Reserve Dis- 
trict inereased during Septem- 
ber, a partly seasonal move- 
ment. Total loans of report- 
ing member banks were larg- 
er by $20,000,000 (1.8 per cent) 
on October 7th than on Sep- 
tember 9th, two-fifths of the 
increase, or $8,000,000, heing 
in commercial loans, and three- 
fifths, or $12.000,000, in loans 
secured by stocks and. bonds. 
Investments of these banks in- 
creased by $9,000,000 (1.9 pe: 
cent) during the four weeks 
period, and total loans and in- 
vestments, at $1,611,000,000 on 
October 7, 1915, were at. rec- 
ord levels. 

The total of demand deposits 
held by the banks continued 
to decline duri:g September, 
and at the beginning of Octo- 
ber was 1.8 per cent less than 
a year ago. Steady increase in 
time denosits was renorted. 

Changes in condition of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of San 
Francisco during the four 
weeks ending October 14, 1925, 
were relatively slight.
